Licking County Man Will Seek The 


North Pole This Summer, 


Parly of Twenty Men to Sail for the Frozen 


North in July.

Mr. Buxttin, Son of Ex-Mayor of Johnstown Bas 


Experience in Alaska and Siberia-Goes 


In Interest of Science-Com- 


mander Peary's Plans, 


Norman J. fiuxton, son of ex-Mayor 


Horton J. Buxton of Johnstown, Lick- 
Ing county, will be a member- of the 
party commanded by Robert E. Peary, 
United States Navy, that will within 
a few months start lor the frozen 
north in search of the long sought for 
North Pole. 


Mr. Buxton, who is a scientist of 


wide reputation and who. has had val- 
uable experience in Alaska and Siberia 
was in Newark Friday and confirmed 
the report that he is to be a member 


• of Commander Peary's party of twenty 


men. 


Mr. Buxton attended college at Den- 


. ison university in Granville from 1888 


to 1890, but then went to the Pacific 
coast where he was graduated with 
honor from the Leland Stanford uni- 
versity in' 1895. In college Mr. Bux- 
ton took special interest in natural sci- 
ence and it was-but natural that he 
should avail himself of an opportunity 
of visiting Alaska under the direction 


.-—ef- the Philadelphia Academy of Sci- 


ence Jn 1897. Mr. Buxton remained in 
the north for fifteen months and 
brought home a very valuable collec- 
tion for 'the -Philadelphia museum. 


Two years.-later he was sent to Si- 


beria, setting out for the north after 
visiting Japan and Vladivostok. He 
remained in Siberia for two years and 
visited 'sections of the country that 
had not been previously traversed bj 
an American. His research proved of 
great value and 
he again 
brought 


home another collection of fauna and 
flora to enrich the American museum 
'Mr. Buxton's expedition attracted wide 
spread attention from the scientists of 
the world, and his trip was the sub- 
ject of numerous articles in the sci- 
entific press and the newspapers of 
America. 


At another time Mr. Buxton was sent 


to Mexico by. the Columbian Field Mu- 
seum, with which Prof. George A. Dor- 
sey, a Granville, Licking county mau, 
holds an important position and here, 
as in Alaska and Siberia, he did good 
work and accomplished splendid re- 
sults. 


A short time ago Mr. Buxton receiv- 


ed an invitation to 
call upon Com 


mander Peary and he has just return- 
ed from New York after visiting the 
famous explporer. 


The Peary party will consist of 20 


men, and Mr. Buxton is to be the only 
scientist among them. The expedition 
is to be made this summer under the 
direction of the Peary Arctic club, 
which is composed of well to do men 
of the east. The ship which will car- 
ry the party to the far north and 
which it is hoped will be the means 
of enabling Americans to be the first 
to reach the North Pole, has just 
been launched off the coast of Maine, 
and is now being: rapidly put in shape 
for the long trip. The vessel alone 
cost 170,000. 


Commander Robert E. Peary. U. S. 


N., wno has made several attempts to 
gain the North Pole, will sail north the 
first of July for another attempt He 
is confident of success, and although 
he is conscious of the hardships and 
danger that will ensue, is eager for the 
task. Commander Peary insists that 
the desire for personal giory has no 
place in his eagerness to reach the 
Pole, but the fact that he has deter- 
mined to accomplish this feat is suffi- 
cient for fciin. The incentive to Arc- 
tic voyage, from 1500 to Franklin's 
last voyage in 1845 was commerce, the 
desire to find a northeast passage. Af- 
ter tiese voyages came a desire to 
know more of these northern regions 
and science stepped in. Nordenskjold 
and Weyprecht two explorers, estalv 
lished international circumpolar sta- 
Ikms, but the terrible disaster that b«- 
fell one of them cast a damper on all 
farther attempts. 


Tbe incentive of the present day is 


international rivalry, and men of all 
nations are endeavoring to plant the 
flag of their conn-try on the top of the 
earth. 


Commander P«H-V. with Norman G. 


Buxton, will start north in July, estab- 


lish a sub-base at Cape Sabine, «n 
will endeavor to force his ship to th 
northern shore of Grant land. Her 
will be his winter quarters and in th 
earliest returning daylight of February 
he will star due north with a sma 
pioneer party, followed by a large 
main party in the attempt to cover th 
last stage of the journey to the Pole 


If successful, the party will return 


to the ship the last of May, break thi 
ship from her winter quarters In Julj 
and arrive home in September or Oc 
tober. 


The voyage will be divided into two 


stages—the first ffie voyage by ship 
from the United States to Cape Sabine 
and from Cape Sabine to Grant Land 
a distance of 350 miles. 
The nex 


stage comprises the sledge trip from 
Grant Land to the Pole" and back 
again. 


If the winter should be too far ad 


vanced to allow the party to reach 
Grant Land', the winter quarters would 
be'-raade "at-4he-poigt-4t- weald-be- pos 
sible >to reach farthest north, and the 
trip to Grant Land would be made the 
following summer, making the trip 27 
months in length. 


Commodore Peary 
does not know 


what he expects to find at the Pole, ex- 
cept that if there is land it will be sim 
ilar to other Arctic land, and if sea, 
similar to other Arctic seas. 


It is impossible to prophesy what 


may lie beyond the horizbon of actual 
vision in Arctic regions. Many explor- 
ers have given different versions of 
the land,and seas they have seen" in

the far north, and it is impossible to 
know what will be found. 


Kane and Hayes 
stood upon the 


shore of the "open polar sea." as they 
termed it, but that "sea" has disap- 
peared, and has never been seen by 
subsequent explorers. 


The existence of land between the 


northern point of Grant Land and the 
Pole would greatly simplify the work 
o! Commander Peary and his party, 
and while 
commander does not 


dwell upon this theory, he says it is 
possible that Uie North 
Pole is an 


isolated island continent, completely 
cut off from the rest of the world. 
tiavjng one day and night in tbe year. 


It iS Commander Peary's desire to 


plant "OM Glory" on Ihis isolated spot 
and, although it is not for trri=; "hat 
Commander Peary starts upon this 
hazardous journey, will bring everlast- 
ing rer.own to the leader and hi=. party.

man who gave her name as May Wil- 
son, but refused to disclose her iden- 
tity, died in a hospital this morning 
from a frightful stab wound inflicted 
shortly after midnight in Hotel Law- 
rence. Before she expired she identi- 
ied James Boyne as her 
assailant. 


3oyne claims he never saw the woman 
before he confronted her in the hos- 
pital for the purpose of identification. 
The young woman is about 20 years 
of age and Boyne gave his age as 21. 
Blood was found on Boyne's hands 
and the_ sleeves of his shirt also upon 
lis vest. The stabbing, according to 
?olice Captain Bourke, is undoubtedly 
ihe work of a degenerate with a mania 
or murder. 


"The man who stabbed this woman 


s a Jack the Ripper," declared the 
)olice captain. "Of that I am certain."

IS LEVELED BY 
THE EARTHQUAKE 


HUNDREDS 
BURIED ALIVE AT 


DHARMSALA. 


Believed That Whole Kangra Valley in 


Punjab Has Been Devastated by 


the Shock.

Lahore, B. L, April 7—A private * 


* telegram 
received here today * 


* states that the whole town of Pal- 
* anpur has been leveled with the * 
* ground by the earthquake. Pal- * 
* anpur is a British agency 'control- * 
* ing eleven native states in the * 
* northeastern part of the prov- * 
* ince of Guzerat. The population * 
* is about 20,000. Advices say 400 * 
* men of the Seventh Gurkah regi- * 
* ment, 20 of the First Gurkah reg- * 
* iment and 50 of the Second regi- * 
* ment were buried alive in the re- * 
* cent earthquake at Dharmsala * 
* Six additional death of Europeans * 
* are reported at that time. It is * 
* believed that .the whole Kangra * 
* valley in Punjab has been devas- * 
* tated. It is reported that the town * 
* of Kangra has been ruined and * 
* that enormous loss of life follow- * 
* ed the earthquake. Kangra is the * 
* capital of uie district of the same * 
* name in Jullender section of Pun- * 
* jaba, and has a population of * 
* 50,000.

Columbus, O., April 7—"A big law-

A special 
point in our military training is hu- 
manity, and to teach that bravery by 
mere force is animal brutality and 
not bravery. It is our hope to build 
up our nation by Anglo-Saxon civiliza- 
tion, individual right, religious free- 
dom and political liberty. 


To acquire power, Baron 
Kaneko 


claimed, ithe Japanese try to be pai- 
ticularfy careful to be peaceful and 
cordial and not arrogant or overbear- 
ing. 
This is a special point in the 


Japanese system of national educa- 
tion. The effect of the war on Japan, 
»*..-.. 


" tEe Japanese orator and agent claimed 
"will be to develop the national con- 
sciousness of our moral fibre, national 
strength and the responsibilities which 
we will have. The effect on the west 
is that it has discovered 
the real 


strength, moral and intellectual, of 
the Japanese, and has begun to respect 
the rights of the Asiatic."

St. Petersburg. April 7. — The latest 


official information leads to the belief 
that the Japanese are advancing in 
crescent formation, Oku on the left, 
Nodzu on the center and Kuroki and 
Kawamura on the right, and with a 
total strength ot 475,000. It is feared 
that Linevitch will be compelled to 
withdraw. 


The losses sustained bythe Japanese 


forces in battle at Mukden, according 
to returned soldiers, were nearly 100,- 
000. the Eighth division, for instance, 
losing over 7,000, yet being not con- 
sidered one of the heavy sufferers. 
The °reatest losses were in the troops 
onerating against General Linevitch, 
where the struggle was much longer 
and of more intensit}' 
The Japanese 


placed the number of guns captured 
during the retreat at ^6, and also ca])- 
tured thousands of abandoned rifles 
and immense quantities of boxed rifle 
ammunition; and, according to Chi- 
nese, the Japanese are now rearming 
their reserves with Russian rifles. The 
Japanese army is healthy, excellently 
clothed and well shod, and its morale 
is excellent, according to these sol- 
diers 


Japanese officers admitted that they 


concentrated every last effort to win 
the battle, and threw their entire re- 
serves into the fighting line, leaving 
the rear communications entirely un- 
protected. They realized that had the 
Russians thrown a heavy force even of 
cavalry in the rear, their position 
would have been critical, but they 
counted rightly on Russian inertia and 
were confident of victory. 
The re- 


turned soldiers describe the contusion 
in ^the e^ acuation of Mukden and the 
fighting in narrow streets and at the 
gates, where Japanese and Chinese 
ambushed the last detachments and 
where General Galefeldt was wounded 
and captured. 


Russian Socialist Manifesto. 


Moscow, April 7. — The central com- 


mittee of the Social 
revolutionary 


party has drawn up a document con- 
taining the main points in its pro- 
gram, and of this hundreds of thou- 
sands of copies are being printed for 
circulation in all parts of European 
Russia. The first and main point of 
the program is the establishment of a 
democratic republic on the ruins of 
the autocracy, and besides the usual 
points of social democratic doctrine it 
includes many arguments especially 
directed to Russian conditions and de- 
signed to appeal to the self-interest of 
the Russian proletariat, both agricul- 
tural and industrial. It voices phrases 
familiar to the American ear, such as 
"initiative and referendum," "public 
ownership of public utilities." etc. 


M. Witte Heads Movement 


St. Petersburg. April 7. — The inside 


history of the movement for the free- 
dom of the orthodox church from the 
bureaucracy of the holy synod shows 
that it owed its initiation to President 
Witte. at a meeting of the commitee 
of ministers during the consideration 
of the question of tolerance for all 
faiths. M. Witte delivered an eloquent 
speech on the necessity of keeping 
alive the faith among the ignorant. 
poverty-stricken Mujiks. who comprise 
120.OOd.OUO of the population of Russia, 
and declared that for all the bitter- 
ness and despair of their lives relig- 
ion was tire only compensation. With- 
out faith, he said, the foundation of 
the whole Russian state would he de- 
stroyed.

SPOTTED FEVER 


Raging 
for 
Several Months in Epi- 


demic Form in Silesia—Hundreds 


of Deaths Result. 


Berlin. April 7.—Spotted fever has 


been raging for several months in epi- 
demic form in Silesia. In the region 
around Oppeln about 400 cases have 
been reported, of which fully one-half 
resulted in death. Much alarm exists 
among the people, especially the labor- 
ing classes, and many have fled from 
the district The disease is beginning 
to make its appearance in other parts 
of the country. Seven cases and sev- 
eral deaths are reported from Konitz, 
\\ost Prussia, and :;0 families have de- 
serted the place. Several cases arc 
also announced in the province of 
Saxony. The epidemic in Silesia has 
assumed such an alarming form that 
some members of the diet interpel- 
lated the Prussian government regard- 
ing the measures taken lo check i*.

Gala Occasion at San Antonio—Talk to 


Texas Legislature a Feature of 


the Trip. 


San Antonio, Texas, April 7— This 


alternoon President 
Koosevclt is .u 


heart no longer chief executive of the 
United States, but simple Colonel ol 
the Hough Uidcrs. He is in camp willi 
them, Irom which 
are 
excluded fill 


others. 
The reunion has as-aimed a 


very informal aspect. At noon he wa ; 
the guest of the Rough Kidcrs 
at 


lunch. The meal consisted of regular 
army rations served in the same char- 
acter on the platter that the ordinary 
soldiers are served. 


President's day began with a review 


of the regular soldiers of Fort Sam 
Houston. Leaving the post the Pres- 
ident went to Travis park, where 10,- 
000 school children greeted him- The 
President rose in his carriage, ur.co1-'- 
ered and bowed repeatedly. Each child 
with an armtul ot llowers showerel 
them on the President's carriage and 
before the circuit 
ot the park was 


made the entire bed of the carriage 
was tilled with fragrant 
Texas blos- 


soms. The President showed his ap- 
preciation by stooping and picking up 
a spray of "Blue Bonnett," the state 
flower, and placing it in his button- 
hole. The address of the day was de- 
livered at Alamo Plaza. The canitol, 
holding 30,000 people was packed. 


San Antonio, Tex., April 7.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt on his arrival in San 
Antonio was greeted with cheers from 
thousand of thror^, and the strenuous 
"hurrahs" of his old comrades in arms, 
the famous Rough Riders of the 
Spanish-American war, who are hold- 
ing their 
annual reunion near the 


crumbling walls of the historic Alamo, 
could be plainly heard above the din. 
The city is a maze of color in honor 
of 
the 
president's 
visit. 
Business 


houses and residences are decorated 
with flags and bunting, and the exer- 
cises today promise to be the most 
patriotic demonstration ever held in 
the state. The president's train was 
run on a siding near the depot, where 
it will remain until night, when the 
visitors will leave for Fort Worth. 


The trip across the state was an 


eventful 
one. At every point the 


enthusiastic Texans 
displayed their 


hospitality. 
When the train reached 


Waco cannon were fired and bands 
played patriotic airs. The area about 
the depot and the railroad yards was 
packed with humanity. A reception 
committee made its way to the presi- 
dent's carriage and he was escorted to 
a stand in the City park near by. The, 
president's address was brief and he 
was frequently applauded. The presi- 
dent returned to his train with diffi- 
culty, so great was the crowd. 


At Austin President Roosevelt mad* 


two speeches, one in the hall of repre- 
sentatives and the other on the lawn. 
They were then taken for a drive over 
the city. Governor Lanham met the 
president at the depot. The day was 
ideal, and so crowded were the streets 
that it proved a difficult matter for 
the militia to control the vast throng. 
The school children of the city, both 
white and black, were lined up for re- 
view along the line of march, and 
cheered lustilyasthe president passed. 
Addressing the legislature, the presi- 
dent among other things said: "There 
have been few instruments in the eco- 
nomic development of the country 
which have done more for the country 
than the railroads. T do not wish in 
any shape or way to interfere with the 
legitimate gain of any of the great 
men whose special industrial capacity 
enables them to handle the railroads 
so as to be of profit to themselves and 
of advantage to all of us. I should 
be most reluctant—I will put it strong- 
er than that—I should absolutely re- 
fuse to be a party to any measure, to 
any proposition that interfered with 
the proper and legitimate prosperity 
of those men; and I should feel that 
such a measure was aimed not only at 
them, but at all of us. for an attack 
upon the legitimate prosperity of any 
of us is in the long run sure to turn 
into an attack upon all. 
With that 


proviso (as to which I ask you to re- 
member that I mean literally ever} 
word) let me further add that the pub- 
lic has a right, not a privilege, but in 
my view a duty, to see that there is in 
its behalf exercised such a supervisory 
and regulatory power Over the rail- 
roads as will insure that while they 
give fair treatment themselves get U 
in return.'"

MUTIMATION 


IDEA ADOPTED BY DIRECTORS OF 


EQUITABLE LIFE. 


To be Accomplished in Two Years— 


Hyde Among Those Present at 


Meeting. 


New York, April 7.—The two-years 


mutiialization plan was adopted at a 
meeting of the board of directors of 
Equitable Life Assurance society,38 of 
the 50 members beingpresent. Rumors 
of resignations did not boar truit, and 
it was authoritatively said that none 
was 
tendered. "Everything harmo- 


nious," was the tenor of the official 
statement issued after the meeting by 
Senator Chauncey M. Depew and Cor- 
nelius Bliss. This announcement also 
said that a committee of directors 
would thoroughly investigate the com- 
pany management 
President Alexan- 


der of the company and James H. 
Hyde were present, and it is notable 
that many of the directors came from 
a distance to attend the 
session. 


The proposal for mutualization briefly 
provides that the terms of directors 
expiring Dec. 31, 1905, and Dec. 31, 
1906, 
shall expire on the last day of 


December this year, their successors 
to be elected the first Wednesday in 
December, 1905; the terms expiring on 
the last day of December, 1907 and 
1908, shall terminate Dec. 31, 1906, 
and their successors shall be elected 
the first Wednesday in December, 
1900. There will be four classes of 
directors—those elected successors in 
the so-called 1905 class to serve three 
years; those in the 190G class to hold 
office four years; those in the 1907 
class to serve four years, and the 1908 
class to hold office five years. There 
will be 13 directors in each class, six 
to be filled by stockholders and seven 
by policy-holders. 


There will be conferences with the 


state superintendent of insurance and 
with the policy-holders' committee by 
a committee headed by Senator De 
pew, relative to filling the two existing 
vacancies in the directorate by the 
policy-holders, these two men to be 
members of the executive committee 
These conferences also will take up 
the appointment of two more member! 
of the executive committee by C. N 
Bliss. The conference will follow oin 
the plan previously suggested as to 
the resignations of four of the prescn 
executive committee to make room for 
the new members. 


A new feature in the Equitable mat 


ter is the resolution adopted for th 
appointment of a committee of seven 
headed by E. H. Harriman, to thor 
oughly investigate Equitable affairs.
